BOUTEFLIKA'S (ALGERIA) SUGGESTION THAT SINCE GENERAL 
SENTIMENT WAS AGAINST TAKING UP ITEM ON "SITUATION IN MIDDLE 
EAST" IN VIEW OF RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN AREA, BEST COURSE 
WOULD BE TO RESUME GA IF CIRCUMSTANCES WARRANTED AND IN 
MEANTIME TO SUSPEND SESSION. IN COMPLETING OTHER ITEMS, 

GA APPROVED SIX PERCENT SALARY INCREASE, REVISED APPROPRIA- 
TION OF $606,033,000 FOR CURRENT TWO-YEAR PERIOD, AND OTHER 
COMITE 5 RECOMMENDATIONS, AND APPROVED ISSUANCE OF CERTAIN 
DOCUMENTS IN GERMAN LANGUAGE. IT ALSO APPOINTED MEMBERS 
TO SPECIAL FUND BOARD OF GOVERNORS, ICSC, COMITE OF 24 
(CUBA TO REPLACE VENEZUELA), AND KHENE (ALGERIA) AS UNIDO 
EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR. IN CONCLUDING STATEMENT, BOUTEFLIKA 
SAID SESSION HAD LAID GROUNDWORK FOR BETTER FUTURE FOR ALL 
MANKIND, AND WHETHER IT PROVED TO HAVE BEEN REVOLUTIONARY 
SESSION COULD BE JUDGED ONLY BY RESULTS. 

- SPECIAL FUND BOARD OF GOVERNORS - 

GA ACCEPTED WITHOUT OBJECTION COMITE 2 RECOMMENDATIONS THAT 
MEMBERS OF AD HOC COMITE ON SPECIAL FUND BE ELECTED TO BOARD 
OF GOVERNORS OF SPECIAL FUND, AND IT WAS AGREED THAT ECOSOC 
WOULD ELECT TWO ADDITIONAL WEOS TO REPLACE US AND FRG.

NORWAY, PAKISTAN, SOMALIA, SUDAN, USSR, VENEZUELA. 

US (AMB FERGUSON) AND FRG REPS EXPLAINED DECISION TO DECLINE 
TO SERVE OF BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF SPECIAL FUND ON BASIS 
OF DECISION NOT TO CONTRIBUTE TO FUND. FRG REP SAID FRG 
WOULD SUBSTANTIALLY INCREASE COOPERATION AND DEVELOPMENT 
ASSISTANCE TO LDCS. AMB FERGUSON, NOTING THAT FUND MIGHT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BE ATTRACTIVE TO NEWLY-RICH COUNTRIES, SAID US CONSIDERED 
EXISTING CHANNELS MOST EFFICIENT MEANS TO AID MSAS AND 
SAW FUND AS EXPENSIVELY-STAFFED "LAYER" BETWEEN COUNTRIES 
NEEDING AID AND COUNTRIES WISHING TO ASSIST. GARCIA ROBLES 
(MEXICO), GAVE G-77 REACTION: SURPRISE AND DISAPPOINTMENT; NO 
BITTERNESS, BUT HOPE OF FUTURE CHANGE OF POSITION. EGYPTIAN 
REP COMPLAINED BEFORE VOTE THAT DEVELOPED COUNTRIES' 

FAILURE TO CARRY OUT AID COMMITMENTS WAS PRIMARILY 
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RESPONSIBLE FOR DETERIORATION OF INTL ECON SITUATION. REPS 
OF BHUTAN, USSR. VENEZUELA, UK AND UGANDA SPOKE FOLLOWING 
VOTE. SOVIET REP SAID POSSIBILITY OF PARTICIPATING HAD CHANGED 
USSR STAND ON CONTRIBUTING TO FUND; UK REP SAID DECISION 
TO SERVE ON BOARD OF GOVERNORS DID NOT IMPLY INTENT TO 
CONTRIBUTE; VENEZUELAN REP REITERATED EARLIER CONTRIBUTION 
($1 BILLION) AND SAID HIS COUNTRY WAS NOT NEWLY-RICH, 

ONLY AWARE OF INTL RESPONSIBILITY DESPITE ITS OWN PROBLEMS.

WITHOUT OBJECTION, GA APPROVED AMENDMENT TO INCREASE 
FROM 21 TO 22 MEMBERS OF COMITE ON CONFERENCES, AND THEN 
APPROVED ESTABLISHMENT OF 22-MEMBER COMITE ON CONFERENCES, 

ON EXPERIMENTAL BASIS, 123-0-l(NIGERIA). RES REQUESTING SYG, 

INTER ALIA, TO REPORT ON AUSTRIAN OFFER TO PROVIDE UN 
WITH CONFERENCE FACILITIES AND OFFICE SPACE AT BUILDING 
COMPLEX NOW UNDER CONSTRUCTION IN VIENNA WAS APPROVED WITHOUT 
OBJECTION. YUGOSLAV REP MADE STATEMENT IN SUPPORT OF VIENNA 
AS CONFERENCE CENTER, BUT CALLED ATTENTION TO BILATERAL 
DISPUTE BETWEEN YUGOSLAVIA AND AUSTRIA REGARDING NATIONAL 
ARCHIVES. LATER, AUSTRIAN REP REGRETTED YUGOSLAV REP 
RAISED QUESTIONS WHICH WERE STILL PENDING.

VII OF GA RES 3295: ALGERIA, AUSTRALIA, BANGLADESH, 

BOTSWANA, HAITI, FINLAND AND SENEGAL. PRESIDENT DECIDED NOT 
TO PROCEED WITH APPOINTMENT OF ADDITIONAL MEMBERS TO 
SPECIAL COMITE AGAINST APARTHEID IN ABSENCE OF NOMINATIONS 
FOR TWO VACANT SEATS AND TWO ADDITIONAL SEATS PROPOSED,

LEADERSHIP, CITING PROHIBITION OF USE OF ENVIRONMENT FOR 
MILITARY PURPOSES, DISARMAMENT RESES, ME, CYPRUS, CERDS, 
COLONIALISM, APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. SICLAIT 
(HAITI), PLAIA (ITALY), AND KOH (SINGAPORE) EXPRESSED 
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APPRECIATION FOR PRES BOUTEFLIKA'S EFFORTS ON BEHALF 
OF LAS, WEOS, AND ASEAN STATES RESPECTIVELY. ZAIMI (MOROCCO) 

SAID ON BEHALF OF ARAB STATES THAT GA HAD TAKEN CORRECT 
DECISIONS IN DISCUSSING PALESTINE AS SEPARATE ISSUE, 

INVITING PLO TO PARTICIPATE IN DISCUSSION, 

AND WITH REGARD TO SA CREDENTIALS, ATTRIBUTING THIS
